ENEMY DETECTED; NO ALERTS.

The commission held three meet- 
ings in Washington Dec, 18, 19 and 
20, and on the latter day proceeded 
to Honolulu, Territory of Hawaii, 
where the commission arrived Dec.

The commission examined 127 
witnesses: and received 
number of documents. All mem- 
bers of the military and naval 
éstablishments, and civil officers 
and citizens who. were thought to 
have knowledge of facts pertinent 
to the inquiry .were summoned 
and examined under oath. All per- 
sons in the island of Oahu, who 
believed they had knowledge of 
such facts, were publicly request- 


cated to the commission. The com- 
mission has sought to find and 
examine witnesses who might be 
expected to have knowledge re- 
specting them. We believe that 
our findings of fact sufficiently 
dispose of most of them. 

The , evidence touches subjects 
which in the national interest 
should remain secret. We have, 
therefore, refrained from quota- 
tion of testimony or documentary 
proof. Our findings, however, have 
been made with the purpose fully 
and accurately to reflect the tes- 
timony, which as respects mat- 
ters of fact is substantially with- 
out contradiction. : . 

It is true, as we have found, that 
due to the enormous demand on 
the nation’s capacity to produce 
munitions and war supplies, there 
was a deficiency in the provision of 
materiel for the Hawaiian area. 
This was but natural, in the cir- 
cumstances, and was well known 
to the Government departments 
and local commanders. We have 
made no detailed findings on the 
subject, since as will appear from 
our report, we find that this defi- 
ciency did not affect the .critical 
fact of failure to take appropriate 
measures with the means avail- 
able.

Plans Recommended. 


The letter proceeded: “The dan- 
gers envisaged in their order of 
importance and probability are con-

(5) mining, (6) bombardment by 
gun fire.” It- stated the defenses

The passes and liberty granted 
the personnel of the Army and 
Navy in Hawaii on Saturday, Dec. 
6, were normal for a period when 
the forces were not upon a war 
footing, with the following  ex- 
ceptions: the normal Army guard 
had been increased by . approxi- 
mately 100 per cent; two battalions 
of infantry were held in reserve 
for anti-sabotage defense; anti- 
aircraft gun crews were ‘ main- 
tained on ships in harbor’ for in- 
stant defense; all Navy personnel, 
with the exception of those au- 
thorized to be absent, were re- 
quired to be in their quarters at 
midnight; all places of amusement 
in Honolulu and all entertain- 
ments at the Army posts were 
closed at midnight; all saloons and 
drinking places in Honolulu were 
closed at midnight.

CONCLUSIONS | 
— ! 


1. Effective utilization of the 
military power of the nation is es- 
sential to success in war and re 
quires: First, the co-ordination 


percentage of enlisted strength en- 
titled to passes or liberty took ad- 
vantage of such privilege to spend 
the afternoon or evening in the 
city of Honolulu. 

Application of this ratio to to- 
tal mumbers of all the services 
then on the island of Oahu and 
in Harbor, amounting. to 
about 75,000 men, indicates that no 
‘less than 11,000 soldiers, sailors 
and marines visited Honolulu that 
afternoon and evening.

The attack on the morning of 
Dec. 7, 1941, was a combined air 
raid and submarine attack on the 
Island of Oahu, a bombardment of 
Midway, and a continuotis air at- 
tack and bombardment of Wake 
Island 


Available information indicates 
that the force attacking Oahu con- 
sisted of either three or four Jap- 
anese carriers, with supporting sur- 
face craft and a few small sub- 
marines, and that this force had 
maintained radio silence during its 
approach, which, except for the 
spbmarines, was from the north- 
ward of Oahu. : 

In the attack on Oahu a suspi- 
cious object was sighted in the 
prohibited area off Pearl Harbor 
at 6:30 a. m., by the UV. S. 8S. An- 
tares. Between 6:33 and 6:45 this 
object, which was a small sub- 
marine, was attacked and sunk by 
the concerted action of a naval 
patrol plane and the U. 8. S. Ward, 
A report of this action by the Ward 
reached the naval base watch of- 
ficer at 7:12 a. m., who notified 
his chief of staff. The ready de- 
stroyer was dispatched to investi- 
gate, but no alert warnings were 
issued based upon this report. An- 
other small submarine was. fired 
upon, depth charged, rammed 
sunk inside the harbor between 
8:35 and 8:43 a. m. A third small

Each country has its own meth- 
ods of atirring up the fighting 
spirit of its soldiers but in Bolshe- 
vik Russia the process is unique 
in nature and intensity. 

Every division of the Red Army 
has a highly organized system of 
commissars, political leaders, agi- 
tators and Communist activists, ex- 
tending right down to the lowest 
ranks, whose prime function is.to 
maintain morale at a high pitch. 
Even behind the front the soldiers 
are subjected to continuous politi- 
cal training in the form of lectures, 
printed propaganda and radio 
broadcasts, but when they go into 
the fighting line the propaganda 
grows in intensity. 


Many Pep Talks. 


The troops hear talks on the 
traditions of the Russian army and 
on the exploits of historical he- 
roes, Experienced fighters, who 
haye distinguished: themselves in 
battle, are called upon to describe 
their adventures and give advice 
to greener men. There are lectures 
on tactics. Successes on other 
fronts are publicized’ in front-line 
bulletins.

They 
have forced the Germans to re- 
treat steadily for two months and 
are convinced that even when the 
present bitterly. cold weather ame- 
liorates they can continue to force 
back the Germans with heavy Ger- 
man losses. 

. So, Russia clamors for those 
American fighter planes and tanks 
which the Harriman-Beaverbrook 
mission promised them for winter 
delivery and which apparently have 
reached them only in part. 

Many experts are convinced that 
Hitler cannot win the war without 
mastery of Africa, and thus re- 
gard the present battle in Libya as 
of the utmost importance. But 
Gen. Rommel, ‘Hitler’s African 
commander, has proved to be one 
of the ablest generals of the war 
and it is feared that without con- 
siderably larger British forces and 
many additional British heavy 
anks, planes, etc., the Axis may 
remain well-entrenched in North 
Africa.

Analysis of the Senate vote shows 
that the farm bloc recognizes no 
party lines.

In the old Congressional days of 
the last century and ‘the early part 
of this—in the days of the railroad 
and public utility lobbies, and the 
sugar, beef and whisky trusts— 
the pressures came through 
money, campaign contributions and 
party discipline. This is not the 
case now. The pressures come 
from the groups able to control 
large masses of voters. Next to 
organized labor and the farm blocs, 
the most potent groups are the 
veterans’ organizations—a thought 
that will bear later consideration 
in view of the possibility of 10,000,- 
000 men in the armed forces with- 
in the next few years. 


Low Income Voters. 


The most effective lobby of re- 
cent times was the Anti-Saloon 
League under the late Wayne B. 
Wheeler. It entered the primaries 
and elections, and had only one 
test—would the candidate vote as 
the Anti-Saloon League dictated? 
The league had comparatively few 
funds, but it had thousands of ar- 
dent volunteer workers at the 
polls. Many Senators and Repre- 
sentatives jumped when Wheeler 
cracked the whip. 


The present-day lobbies of farm-| 


ers, organized labor and the vet- 
erans are modeled on the lines of 
the Anti-Saloon League. The di- 
rect . primaries, whith took the 
place of nominating conventions, 
play right into the hands of these 
pressure groups often possessing 
the balance of power. 

These lobbies appeal to the great 
mass of low-income voters. In the

Even at Chicago, it took a war to bring about 
| the change. However, the very conditions that 
| have brought the two-year degree system to Chicago 
may force similar reforms elsewhere. For the dura- 
tion,.the nation cannot afford its young men the con: 
ventional four years on the campus. And it is also 
‘decreeing the kind of education these young men— 
and young women—shall have. 

President Hutchins himself ‘has turned vocational 
trainer for the duration. He has said that, for 
the time being, everything a university does must be 
tested by the question of whether or not it helps 
to win the war. So he has organized the Institute 
of Military Studies, with its specialized courses in. 
mathematics, meteorology, chemistry, etc.,.as these 
are applied on the battlefield and in the arsenal, 
Free courses are in progress to train women for 
supervisory posts in industry, etc, Two. new build- 
ing have already been constructed to carry on this 
realistic work. | 

All this, of course, runs contrafy to Hutchins’ 
ideas on the long-run functions of a university. 
While he has deflated many of the false claims of 
our vocational trainers, he is not opposed to voca- 
tional training. But he does believe that the: uni- 
versity is not the place for it, He believes that the 
university’s duty is to perpetuate and to enrich the 
higher learning; he believes the higher learning is 
worth perpetuating beCause without it a humane 
civilization is impossible. 

There will be a return to the old standards on the 
Midway, just as there will be such a return at all 
the other schools which are now trying:to shake 
themselves into a shape helpful to the. prosecution 
of the war, But the change-back at Chicago is not 
going to be made on the good old 8-4-4 plan. Chi- 
cago is going to be more functional. It is going to 
offer more young people an opportunity to acquire 
a sound general education. It is going to enable 
them to get out into the world or into specialized 
professional studies much sooner. It is going to help 
them to grow up faster, to become adults. And the 
post-war world certainly is going to call for adults. 

It is difficult to believe that the current experi- 
ence of our schools is not going to have some effect 
on all of them. The hot blasts of war are going to 
scorch a lot of ivy off the walls. And the world of 
after-the-war is not going to provide very fertile 
soil for growing it again. 

As our letter column has recently testified, the 
winds of change are not blowing merely around the 
Gothic towers. In the grade schools and in the 
high schools, a new emphasis is being placed on 
“old-fashioned” discipline and learning. The pro- 
gressives are on the defensive. The alphabet and 
the multiplication table—and even Latin verbs— 
have come back into good grace. 

There is a dawning realization that it was a mis- 
take when Horace Mann imported the eight-year 
German school and the four-year high school was 
built on top of that: It is beginning to dawn on us 
that we are taking 12 years to do what that German 
school did in eight—what English and French 
schools are still doing in eight years. 

It begins to look as though we are going to 
slough some of the dubious padding off our educa- 
tional system. Let us hope so. This is the way 
of true functionalism. | 

Instead of treating all of our children as unfor- 
tunate morons who cannot be expected to use their 
minds, we can thus bring up a generation with a 
sense of values based on the experience of the race. 
They may not be the best of gadgeteers, but they 
‘will be a real hope for a better world. 

Still, all this involves a strenuous effort on the 
part of teachers, too, How many of them will turn 
obstructionists under cover of the empty vocabularies 
of either “progress” or “tradition”?

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NEW LIGHT ON A CELEBRATED PHRASE. 

“It is better to die on your feet than to live on 
your knees.” 

This eloquent rallying cry has often been repehted 
in recent years, but there are doubts as to its origin. 
When President Roosevelt used a version of the 
slogan in an address last summer, in accepting an 
honorary degree from Oxford University, it was re- 
called that Dolores Ibarurri, known as La Pasionara 
and a leader of the Loyalists, has made this an out- 
standing phrase of ‘the Spanish civil war. It was 
also described as an old Serbian proverb. 

In his recent book, “Inside Latin America,” Jolin 
Gunther credits Mexico with the origin of the defiant 
senténce. Emiliano Zapata, the Morelos Indian who 
led a series of peasant revolts against Presidents 
Diaz, Madero, Huerta and Carranza, and was treach- 
erously assassinated in 1919, is said by Gunther to 
have invented the phrase. Henry Bamford Parkes, 
in “A History of Mexico” (1938), quotes this sen- 
tence from a Zapata proclamation: “Men of the 
South, it is better to die on your feet than to live 
on your knees.” 

Is this the last word on the origin of the cele- 
brated slogan? Or is it one of those great expres- 
sions that occur independently to several persons 
distant in time and in geography from one another? 
Whatever its history, this is one of the deathless ut- 
terances that are a part of liberty’s lexicon wherever. 
men and women defy tyranny. As such, it will ulti- 
mately find an honored place in Bartlett's “Familiar 
Quotations,” which has not yet recognized its ex- 
istence,

$119,405 ABOVE GOA 


Totals $1,319,405—Office to 
Remain Open Indefinitely 
to Receive Gifts. 


St. Louis contributions to the 
Red Cross war relief fund. amount 
to $1,319,405, or $119,405 in excess 
of the city’s quota of $1,200,000, the 
St. Louis Red Cross chapter an- 
‘nounced yesterday. 

Sidney Maestre, chairman of the 
campaign said the St. Louis office 
would remain open to receive con- 
tributions for an indefinite period, 
to assist the national organization 
in obtaining an additional $13,297, 
361 necessary to reach the national 
goal of $50,000,000. 

He again expressed gratification 
that St. Louis was*first among. the 
country’s large cities to attain 
its goal, but declared that many 
St. Louis business organizations 
and individuals had not contrib- 
uted to the fund so far. 

“We feel sure that those who 
have not yet contributed would 
not delay longer if they realized 
that Red Cross needs are even 
more urgent than when the drive 
started,” Maestre said. “Reports 
reach us daily from national head- 
quarters telling of the heroic work 
performed by the Red Cross on 
many fronts from the Arctic to 
the tropics. Already it is apparent 
that quotas as originally an- 
nounced may not be large enough.” 

Contributions announced yester- 
day included. $5500 from Curtiss-

“6. Vesting in a public agency 
of the power of eminent domain 
to assist in reassembling land in 
sufficiently large blocks for creat- 
ing new neighborhoods. 

“The problem involves the wel- 
fare of approximately 50 per cent 
of our population. The adaptation 
of our centers of population and 
industry to changed conditions 
cannot be paid for wholly by in- 
dividuals, but must be assumed in 
part by the nation,.as has been the 
case with farm problems.” 

Necessity Stressed. 

In asserting that blight has af- 
fected a quarter of urban Ameri- 
ca, the institute declares that de- 
terioration of real property as- 
sessed at 40 billion dollars has 
made a remedy an urgent necessi- 
ty, not only from the stand- 
point of property owners, but of 
all urban residents and municipal 
governments, It adds: 

“Unless the spread of blight is 
directly and effectively stopped, 
there will be no escape from an 
era of accelerated city disintegra- 
tion—an era of wasted property 
values and inferior urban environ- 
ment.” :

Approval of the loan would be 
based on fixed standards, : 

Sites Would Be Leased, 

The local commission, after car- 
rying out its new physical 
would lease the building sites to 
approved private redevelopment 
companies or individual builders 
for long terms, possibly under 
lease-purchase agreements. Land 
rentals would be set at 10 per 
cent of gross receipts of the com- 
pany, with interest having the 
first claim, principal the second. 
Title to the public facilities would 
be revested in the city. The pri- 
vate builders would be eligible for 
FHA mortgage insurance and 
their plans would be subject to 
approval of the local commission. 

It. would be feasible, in some 
instances, the institute says, to 
require the local commission to 
provide for low-cost housing as 
part of its redevelopment, and 
families unable to pay econo 
rents might be given “rent relief” 
from appropriate public agencies.

“Japanese is one of the few lan- 
guages in which even the educated 
man has a larger speaking than 
reading vocabulary,” Father Rob- 
inson continued. “Whereas in Chi- 
nese one character is limited to 
three possible readings, the same 
cha-acter in Japanese may have 15 
or 20 readings, depending upon 
combinations, and in one case as 
many as §1 readings. 

“As in learning other languages, 
memory is the important thing in 
mastering conversational Japanese, 
which is not nearly so difficult as 
Chinese, since in Chinese the mean- 
ing of a word differs with the tone 
used. 


“Japanese words are written in 
English letters of the alphabet ac- 
cording to sound, but one difficul- 
ty in doing this is that many of 
the ideographic characters ve 
the same sound, making for am- 
biguity.” :

Father of Boy Who Drowned 
in Park Lake Would Give 
Money for Safety. 


With the hope that the drowning 
of his son “shall not have been in 
vain,” Arthur Aydt, president of a 
metals novelty manufacturing com- 
pany, announced yesterday that he 
would file a $10,000 negligence suit 
against the city and that any 
judgment would be returned for 
expenditure on park safety precau- 
tions. 

His son, Richard Lowell Aydt, 13 
years old, was drowned in Horse- 
shoe Lake, Carondelet Park, Jan. 
17, when he slipped from a thin ice 
sheet into open water. The body 
was recovered 50 minutes later by 
police and firemen using a boat 
taken. fromthe police garage at 
Lacledé and Vandeventer avenues. 

Aydt, who lives at 6605A Michi- 
gan avenue, would have boats and 
warning signs at all city park 
Jakes. He said parents in his 
neighborhood, without knowing 
that Horseshoe Lake was so deep, 
had advised their children to play 

rather than on the street. He 
blamed no individual for his son’s 
death. 

“The present condition » in our 
parks is as dangerous as our city 
quarries, but no one realized it be- 
fore,” Aydt said in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch. His son believed 
Horseshoe Lake was shallow, he 
related, but actually it is 10 feet 
ceep in places. 

“The death of our obedient and 
angel Richard Lowell shall not 
ha e been in vain,” he continued.

our city parks. We, the father and 
other fathers, owe it to our ehil- 
dren.” 

Aydt praised the efforts of two 
passersby and police and firemen 
to rescue his son and the courage

Early poimted out that 
witorial writers, columnists and correspondents almost without 
exception had commented on the calm way in which the President 
hed come through that ordeal. He doesn’t seem to have any 
herves, was a frequent comment in the aftermath of the trying 
week that began on Dec. 7. 

Well, why not, the President said, reminding his friend and 
adviser that war was not exactly a new experience to him. 
Actually he saw probably a greater part of the general war area 
in 1918 than any other Americam So much has happened to 
FDR in the intervening years that the public has more or less 
forgotten that chapter in his life. But not Roosevelt himself! 
His service as assistant Secretary of the Navy from 1913 to 1920 
was one of the great adventures of his life and eS seed during 
the war years. 

Moreover, he reminded Early that his speeches in recent years 
have contained repeated warnings of the peril America was in. 
Others preferred not to believe this but the President was firmly 
@nvinced that the Nazis meant sooner or later to strike directly 
this country. Therefore, when it came, he was less ee 
than perhaps anyone else. 


Made Decisions —* 
The Navy During World War. 


To the President it meant taking up again a career that had 
ben broken off in 1920, Today he is Commander-in-Chief and 
* word is final in all departments of the Government. During 

) World War he had to make decisions only for the Navy 


Department where, incidentally, his chief, Josephus Daniels, en- 


busted him with the lion’s share of. responsibility. 

In 1913 when he became ‘assistant Secretary of ‘the Navy 

was 31. He was only 88 when he finished his tour of duty 
that office. An active, energetic young man, he managed dur- 
ig those seven years to see for himself virtually all of the Ameri- 
®n defense bases. He visited the Canal Zone and the West Indies.

Throughout the summer of 1918 Roosevelt was in close touch 
with British and French military and naval forces and with the 
cabinets of both countries. He visited the Belgian army and was 
a guest of King Albert at LaPanne. Next’ he went on a detailed 
inspection trip of all American aviation and anti-submarine bases 
on the Bay of Biscay from the Spanish border to Brest. This is 
one of the important theaters of today’s war. 

Roosevelt's grand tour of the European war concluded with an 
inspection of the British fleet in the Firth.of Forth. Included 
in this review of naval might was the American battleship squadron 
on service in those waters. And finally there was an inspection 
of the laying of the North Sea mine barrage from northern Scot- 
land to Norway, in. the same gray, dangerous waters where men 
are fighting and dying today.

“What a chance it’s given®me,” he said. “Look at all the 
books I’ve never had time to read. And now—something I've 
aways wanted—I have the time.” 

In 1024, three years after he had been paralyzed, Roosevelt 
first heard of Warm Springs, Georgia, an unknown health resort 
7 miles gouth of Atlanta. He was persuaded to try a cure there. 
The possibilities of the place captured his ready imagination. He 
felt that physical exercise in the warm spring water and repeated 
massage definitely helped him and he wanted to help others. Two 
years later through his efforts experimental work under expert 
supervision was begun when 23 patients were placed under ob- 
servation for periods of from five to 17 weeks. The following 
year the Warm Springs Foundation, a non-profit organization, was 
formed to promote what was fast becoming a center for the eee 
ment of sufferers from infantile paralysis.

hero of. “General Suvorov,” at the Art Theater, and the name will

“General Suvorov” is one of the finer films ever to come out of 
Russia and the renewed showing of such pictures at the Art Theater 
should be a cause for rejoicing among all who like foreign films.

HE Pacific war was only a few weeks old when 
Japanese shells, directed at Pago Pago, destroyed the 
peaceful serenity of the lovely lotus land of Samoa. 
The first attack was ineffective but Samoans took “it as a 
warning that serious ones would follow, for the islands, 
between Hawaii and New Zealand, are on a southern route — 
to the East Indies and Singapore. * 
Part of the archipelago is owned by the United States 
which maintains a naval station there. American Samoa— 
the rest of the archipelago is controlled by New Zealand
